bringing security to all the people. 


The problem, they contend, cov- 
ers not only the aged, but also 
their dependents, Idle workers and 
their dependents, disabled workers 
and widows and their children, 
' A good part of the administra- 
tion program 
already 
has been 
put into law. 
Approximately 40,- 


000,000 persons hold old age In- 
surance cards; millions of work- 
ers are covered by unemployment 
compensation and 
most of 
the 
states are receiving federal aid to 
help them care for dependent chll- 
drn, widowed mothers, the blind 
and the needy aged. 


Want Law 
Extended. 


But 
friends of tho social se- 
curity law want to extend it fur- 
ther. Consequently the social se- 
curity board and President Roose- 
velt have asked congress to give 
unemployment and 
old age In- 
surance to millions more workers, 
step up the beginning of old age 
Insurance payments to 1040, pro- 
vide for larged payments In the 
earlier years, and insure workers 
and their families against insecur- 
ity resulting from sickness, lnj..ry 
or death, 


The social security system was 
born amid a-great clamor .for old 
age pensions, and now that its 
revision la being discussed, pen- 
along advocates are pressing their 
recommendations with Increased

The supreme court ruled today 
that fourteen private power com- 
panies had no legal right to chal- 
lenge the government's gigantic 
Tennessee Valley Authority power 
program. 


In a decision delivered by Jus- 


live Roberts, the tribunal held the 
utilities had "no right to be free 
of competition." 


"In no aspect of tho case have 
the appellants standing to main- 
tain the suit," Justice Roberta as- 
serted. 
Justices Butler and McReynolds 
dissented to the five to two decis- 
ion, contending it "goes too 'far," 
The opinion gave the govern- 
ment a go-ahead sign for contin- 
ued construction of a series of 
dams in the Tennessee Valley and 
for sale of surplus power produc- 
ed.John Lord O'Brien, who partici- 
pated In the TVA arument for the 
government as a special assistant 
to the attorney general, said: 
"The TVA'decision puts nation- 
al control of resources on a very 
firm footing."

PRESIDENT ASKS 
$50,000,000 FOR 
NEW PLANES AT ONCE 


EARLY START ON NATIONAL 
DEFENSE PROGRAM RE- 
QUESTED BY ROOSEVELT 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. 


—(#) — Presdent Roosevelt 
asked congress today for 
an immediate appropriation 
of $50,000,000 to be spent 
largely for new airplanes in 
the administration's nation- 
al defense program . 


He submitted the request In a 


letter to Speaker Bankhead which 
asked that the money be made 
available for expenditure during 
the remainder of tho current fis- 
cal year and through the year 
starting July 1. 


Mr. Roosevelt said tho money 


would provide, In part, for 
the 


defense program he recommended 
to Congress on January 12. At 
that time he suggested a $300,- 
OOOiOOO army airplane procurement 
program and said approximately 
$50,000,000 should be made avail 
able 
immediately.

quest for the air corps was $46,- 
442,829. 
Tho administration said 
that would abtaln 585 new jombat 
airplanes.

Last Fridays' issue of the Sun, 
under headline of "Santa Anna 
Ready to March Into Texas," re- 
produced a single sentence, said 
to comprise all the Texas news, 
contained in the first Issue, Vol. 1, 
No 1 of the Phlladelplha Public 
Ledger, published on March 26, 
1836, and quoted as follows: 
"It IS confidently affirmed that 
he despot, Santa Anna, is on the 
:ull march for Texas and that he 
ms sworn to subdue that prov- 
nce, 
or to lose Mexico." 
As Illustrating the slow meth- 
ods of communication at the time, 
It may be noted that the .fall of 
the Alamo had already occurred, 
on March 6, 1838, some 20 days 
prior to the date of the publica- 
tion, and the events were to find 
appropriate place on the pages of 
history. 
Centennial anniversaries of the 
important events in the early his- 
tory of Texas have been numer- 
ously celebrated during the past 
two years, and are well known to 
many present day readers, who 
have familiarized themselves with 
these tragic days in the lives of 
tho early pioneers. 
This, January 28, 1939, Is' the 
centennial anniversary of another 
ot those events, that is of particu- 
lar Interest to those who have 
delved into the early history of 
Navarro county, in that it is the 
first definite fixed date, and the 
first recorded act of Ethan Melton 
In the sequence of events, tho. 
later resulted In tho coming of 
the large 
Melton 
family, 
with 
their "kin folks," to the territory 
Included within the present lim- 
its of the county. 
According to the family history, 
the first member of the "Melton 
clan" to set foot upon Texas soil, 
was Eliel Melton, one of the pa- 
riots in the war for Texas inde- 
lendonce.

of Eliel Melton, deceased. 
On January 28, 1839, 100 years 
ago, Ethan Melton, having taken 
up his abode In the Republic of 
Texas, and become a citizen of 
the district, then known as Rob- 
ertson county, made his personal 
appearance and filed a petition In 
the probate court of Mllam coun- 
ty, at old Nashville, to remove 
the former administrator 
of the 
estate and to remove the estate 
to the county of Robertson for 
administrative purposes. 
Judge Jester, In his "History of 
Navarro County," pays just trib- 
ute to Dr. George W. Hill as the 
first settler In that portion of old 
Robertson district, now included 
within the present limits of Na- 
varro county, and gives credit to 
old Uncle Ethan Melton as one 
of its earliest citizens. Accordling 
to the tamily traditions, he came 
to the old Melton community, la- 
ter known as the village of Dres- 
den, 
In an ox wagon, with 
two 
yoke of oxen and a negro boy ser- 
vant, about 15 years of age, as his 
sole companion. 
His first wife was the widowed 
daughter-in-law of Dr. Hill, and 
their marriage was probably the 
first wedding ceremony celebrated 
within the present limits of the 
county. He was recognized as one 
of the founders of the community 
and was its first postmaster, anc 
when Navarro county was createc 
by the legislature, he participated 
In the proceedings for Its organi- 
zation and was elected as Its first 
county treasurer.

TAX-EXEMPTION STUDY 


There are two schools of 


thought about the proposals 
to end tax exemptions of 
state, municipal and federal 
salaries and bonds. 
One 


school holds that a consti- 
tutional amendment is nec- 
essary to legalize such tax- 
es. 
The other maintains 


that it can be done simply 
by some clarifying legisla- 
tion in Congress. The Su- 
preme Court, for example, 
has already upheld the right 
of the federal government 
to tax employees of the New 
York Port 
Authority, 
an 


agency jointly controlled by 
the states of New York and 
New Jersey. 


There will certainly be 


much approval of such a 
spreading of taxation to 
public salaries—at least on 
the part of persons not em- 
ployed by local, state or 
federal government and not 
holding 
their 
tax-exempt 


bonds. 


There is little danger of 


such a sweeping change tak- 
ing place suddenly, There 
will be plenty of time for 
discussion and plenty of dis- 
cussion. : Yet it looks like a 
step toward greater justice 
in taxation.

OVER 8,000,000 


ACRES OF PASTURE 


LANDS IMPROVED 


STATION, Jan. 27. 


—WP)—More than 8,000,000 
acres 


of Texas range and pasture land 
were Improved In 1038, and more 
than 1,2GO,000 pounds of 
grass 
and clover seed were sown. This 
is shown from figures compiled 
by R. R. Lancaster, pasture spe- 
cialist of the Texas A. and M. 
College Extension Service, from 
the annual reports of 287 county 
agricultural agents and assistant 
agents. 
Natural reaeedlng by deferred 
grazing was practiced on 4,770,371 
acres. Under this system, live- 
stock are withheld from grazing 
a portion of tho range for about 
six months. The practice, Lan- 
caster said, not only allows the 
grass to reseed, but gives 
the 
plants a rest period In which 
root reserves are accumulated. 


Much of the improvement con- 
sisted of clearing land of objec- 
tionable 
growths 
that 
shade 
grasses and take away moisture 
and plant food. A total of 1,190,- 
979 aacres wore cleared of prick- 
ly pear, while mesqulte was kill- 
ed on 168,356 acres, 
cedar 
on 
303,646, Igchugullla on 52,642, and 
various minor varieties of brush 
on 57,682 acres. 


Clearing range of brush in the 
less humid sections of the state, 
conservation specialists point out, 
not only Increases the 
grazing 


capacity but lessons water run-off 
and silting of reservoirs as the 
grass catches much of the rain- 
fall and filters out silt. 
Most of the deferred grazing 
and eradication work was done 
in co-operation with tho AAA's 
range conservation program, as 
was a considerable part of tho 
construction work such as build- 
Ing tanks, spreader dams 
and 
terraces, and contour listing and 
terrace ridging. 


While West 
Texas 
furnished 


much of the volume in the im- 
provement process, most of the 
822,279 pounds 
of 
grass 
seed 


and 431,263 pounds of clover seed 
were sown in tho more humid 
sections. 


The same Is tme of the 266,- 


868 acres mowed to Improve pas- 
tures. Lancaster considers mow- 
ing one of the 
most 
practical 
ways to improve pastures in the 
gulf coast and east and central 
Texas. 


Rhodes grass, Southwest Texas' 
best bet in intensive pasture Im- 
provement, is now established on 
more than 46,000 acres, of which 
almost 17,600 acres were planted 
in 1938.

Additional farm income 


through the use of idle acre- 
age for livestock was pre- 
sented to representatives of 
ten or more Central Texas 
counties at the Blackland 
Feeder-Breeder 
Conference 


at the Palace Theater Fri- 
day morning by a corps of agri- 
cultural workers. 
At the after- 
noon session visits were paid to 
feeding 
and 
breeding 
projects 
within a few miles of the city. 


Necessity for the adoption of a 


better balanced 
'arm 
program 


which would provide steadier in- 
come, and 
essential factors of 


luoh a program were presented to 
the group that filled the main 
floor of the theatre before the 
close of the session. 


R. W. Knight, representing the 
Corslcana Chamber of Commerce 
—one of the sponsors of the meet- 
ing, 
called the session to order 


'and after 
extending 
greetings 
from 
the various 
co-operating 
' agencies, 
briefly 
explained 
the 


reason for tho gathering. 
He de- 
clared there was a very evident 
y 
need of a change In the present 


V agricultural program, and the day 
' 1 when cotton income alone would 
be sufficient was gone. He assert- 
ed the farmers of Texas could 
cither approach the situation 'as a 
crisis or us a challenge, and the 
approach would determine the re- 
sults. 
Pie insisted there was 
a 
need for a new and Improved re- 
lationship between farmers and 
tenants, and between agriculture 
and business. 
,*. 
Changed Conditions. 


...^,, As a basis for later discussions. 
County Agent H. C. Robinson 
used a blackboard to definitely 
A. present tho changed conditions, 
using figures on Navarro county 
only which he said would apply 
in general proportions to other 
areas represented. He pointed out 
the average- annual total of culti- 
vated land In 'this county was 
415,000 uorcs, and .up to the time 
of 
the 
federal farm programs 


some 818,000 acres was planted to 
cotton, and 100,000 acres to feeds 
of all kinds each year, or approx- 
imately three-fourths devoted to 
the main crop. 


He then presented the appor- 
tionment of the acreage In 1938, 
which revealed about 165,000 acres 
of cotton, 150,000 acres to feeds 
classed as soil-depleting, and 100,- 
000 acres devoted to neutral crops 
or left idle. 
He asserted only 
'about 10,000 acres had been de- 
voted to permanent pastures in 
this coutny and the remainder of 
the land had merely been left out 
of cultivation and thus produced 
no income although taxes and In- 
terest were paid on the acreage. 
He summarized the changes show- 
. ing that about 40 per cent of the 
{ Hand was being planted to cotton 
N now, compared with 75 per cent 
formerly; feed acreage had in- 
creased 10 per cent to about 85; 
and about one-fourth of tho cultl- 
>vatable land was left idle, 


Idle Land Problem. 
, Mr. Robinson asserted the chief 
problem now was what to do with 
the idle land; he pointed out that 
regardless of belief concerning the 
farm 
program, 
universal com- 


pliance was necessary because of 
economic conditions. He said he 
believed the farmers were ready 
for livestock plans because they 
bad the possibilities of the feed 
Among these possibilities he listed 
permanent pastures, use of somfl 
of the land for legumes and other 
soil-building crops, small 
grains 
and other things that would re- 
• quire livestock to market profit- 
ably. He said a recent ruling per- 
mitting use of idle acres for the 
growing of cane for silage would 
also be of great benefit. He said 
all of the present conditions were 
conducive to the development of 
a balanced agricultural program 
In introducing the next speaker 


Chairman Knight pointed to work 
which had been done for many 
years to broaden agricultural ef- 
forts, and also to a greater co-op- 
oration being shown by financial 


• agencies, especially those in Na- 
varro county. 
Holland Is Speaker. 
Frank P. Holland of Dallas 
well known publisher, was the sec- 
ond speaker of the morning and 
declared that whether "we like II 
or not tho farm program we have 
now is here to stay." He said the 
government had made loans on 11 
millions bales of cotton in theory 
but actually the staple had been 
purchased. 
He declared he was 
familiar with farm -problems in 
the blaoltland, since ho was a na- 
tive of Bills county. 


. 
The sepalcer decdared a search 
£/m of agricultural history failed to 
reveal a single successful system 
of farming that was not based on 
livestock. He Insisted Texas farm- 
ers were selling only their raw 
products now while the major por- 
tion of > the Income was 
derlvec 
from the finished products. 
He 
also discussed typical conditions 
in Navarro county, 
"We can either take it sitting 
down or do something about It,' 
Mr, Holland asserted. Ho pointer 
out that milk processors laughet 
at him 25 years ago when he tried 
to secure plants in Texas, but ad- 
, ded they had come to 'the state 
now to stay and the number of 
plants was increasing. 
He sin 
gled out Hopkins county as an ex- 
ample of changing conditions and 
showed that both a milk and a 
cheese plant were now located a 


" Sulphur Springs and the annua 
: cotton Income had been replaced 
by weekly and bi-weekly checks 


, tor milk and milk products. 
He 


• asserted that he himself operated 
1 a 450 acre farm on which there 
waa no cotton and was profiting 
more than those who raised the 
"cash" crop. 


Soil Source of Income. 
Feed as such con not be sol< 
profitably, the speaker Insisted, bu 
wrap it In a hide and It becomes! 
worthwhile." 
He declared 
the 


only .stable source of income In 
Texas was the soil. 
Even If ex 
tensive livestock

•BU,lted in surplus supplies he'said 
the various animals could be eat- 
en and that was more than coul< 
be said for cotton.

ow prices milk was worth more 
than cotton in cash returns. 
Mr. Holland declared the use of 
Ivestock solved the major portion 
of the problem since it supplied 
a market for the foodstuffs pro- 
duced and also fertilized tho soil 
'or the future. He declared Tex- 
as and particularly the blackland 
sector hnd every advantage over 
many other suctions such as cli- 
mate, natural pasturage and oth- 
ers; he said finished beef could 
e delivered from Texas to the At- 
antlc seaboard for a cent a pound 
ess than it could be shipped from 
Chicago and other centers. 
The speaker pointed out that 
other states were already becom- 
ng alarmed over tho movement 
.o become Keif-reliant In Texas 
and pointed to embargoes and oth- 
er measures being applied. Ha as- 
erted the problem affected the tu- 
ture of every man, woman 
and 
child in every part of Texas and 
that Texans .must defend them- 
selves. 


Balanced System. 


T. C. Richardson of Dallas, ed- 


tor of Farm and Ranch, waa the 
lext speaker and declared that 
the 
"feeder-breeder" 
movement 
was nothing but a balancd system 
of 
endeavor which struck 
the 


iroper relations between energies,, 
acUltles, knowledge and resources. 
Ho asserted that farmers realized 
;oday the present system 
wan 


wrong and functioned only under 
compulsion. 
He asserted that moat so-called 
'cash" crops were only "credit" 
crops which produced little more 
than enough Income to pay the 
production loan. 
He insisted the 
ine-crop system had a false basis 
because It was expected to pro- 
duce a 12-month income on a four 
to six months task. 


Among the features of the live- 
stock-farming 
program 
pointed 
out by Mr. Richardson were bal- 
anced business In the various com- 
munities, balanced agronomy, bal- 
anced living, etc. He said that he 
did not particularly favor cattle 
but did favor the employment of 
whatever type animal feed was 
available to make ready for mar- 
ket. He took occasion to compli- 
ment the food locker system re- 
cently Installed In Corslcana, stat- 
ing it was one of the most com- 
plete he had ever seen. He BUR 
seated it would be possible to in. 
crease meat production In Texas 
BO per cent and still not be nec- 
essary to take any more animals 
to town, asserting the gain could 
be used to supply the 
proper 


amount of raw meats In the dallj 
diet. 
He also pointed out that pro- 
longed studies had shown that 
farm income rose steadily as cot- 
ton acreage went down and other 
logical .means of using the acre 
age employed. 
Merry-Uo-Round Break* Down. 
James R. Gill of Wsjtahachle, 
past president of the Texas Cot- 
tonseed Crushers' Association, de- 
clared Texas farmers had been 
"riding on a merry-go-round and 
It has broken down. He recalled 
other movements started during 
times of financial stress because 
of low prices and their short 
llvedness. 
Ho called attention of the group 
to the extensive development of 
the soybean Industry in the north- 
ern states, and asserted that in 
1938 the bean by-products were 
used to replace the products se- 
cured from 
the seed 
in over 13 


million bales of Southern cotton. 
Ho declared tho continued ad- 
vance, of the industry would make 
it Imperative Southern 
farmers 
use their own products. 
A new note was introduced into 
the conference when Mr. Gill de- 
clared that little could be don« 
with a new movement with tho 
older farmers, and Insisted the 
only hope for the future was in 
the farm boys and.girls which he 
declared to be 'the most valuable 
farm crop of all. He urged that 
business men devote special ef- 
forts to becoming acquainted with 
the future farmers and aid them 
In adopting new methods. 


Children Suffer. 


He declared the hope of the 
state was in the present genera- 
tion of boys and girls because 
they were born during the depres- 
sion and knew little except hard 
times and still had the spirit and 
willingness to work and experi- 
ment. He pointed out several ex- 
amples along this line, and de- 
clared the present economic situa- 
tion was particularly hard on tho 
younger members of farm fami- 
lies, particularly the children of 
tenants. 
Many of them he de- 
clared knew nothing but farming 
and 
often 
things developed so 


their parents could not even get 
a farm on which they could labor, 
Elmore R. Torn, agricultural di- 
rector of the East Texas Chamber 
of Commerce, arrived in Corslca- 
na shortly before noon and ad- 
dressed the meeting briefly, de- 
claring Texas and particularly this 
section was faced with the neces- 
sity of going gack into livestock 
farming. 
He asserted most diets 
were deficient in 
the 
needed 


amount of meats. Ho predicted a 
now day for East Texas based on 
the employment of livestock' farm 
ing, 


E. R, Eudaly, dairyman for the 
Texas A. and M. College Exten- 
sion Service, was the concluding 
speaker on the morning program 
He recalled other efforts to Instal 
livestock farming aid 
declare! 
they had generally failed because 
of the lack of knowledge and the 
lack of feed, adding many farm- 
ers apparently, expected cattle to 
thrive and produce on "sunshine 
and scenery" because that was 
about all they ever fed them. He 
declared the most Important fac- 
tor In the movement was the re- 
ducing of th.e production costs to 
the point a neat profit could be 
made, 


Production costs, according to 
Mr. Eudaly, can only be reduced 
by the establishment of perma 
nent pastures, and, the Insurance 
of ample auxiliary feed during the 
periods when green food was no 
available. 
Contrasted 
with 
the 
Ideas of some Texas' farmers, tho 
speaker pointed out the most val 
uable lands in .other agrlcultura 
sections ware the permanent pas 
tures and not the cultivated lands 
He declared the feed supply mus 
first be establlshd and then the 
livestock farming could be easily 
and. quickly placed on a profit 
basis. 


Net Proceeds Final Test. 


He insisted the price of the 
farm products was not essentla 
but the net proceeds per acre was 
the final test. 


As a means of Insuring 'ample 
feed during the offseason, when 
green pasturage was not available 
the speaker urged the use o

'seryed the difference in postures 
assumed by people sitting In the 
same room. Someone 
will 
be 


sprawled on the base of 
her 


Cross your legs above your knecg 
•pine in the big chair, another 
will have her feet wound around 
the rungs of a straight chair. 


You, I am sure, will be sitting 
comfortably straight with 
your 
feet 'loosely crossed or the legs 
crossed correctly. And your hands 
will be quietly laid—palms up and 
one over the other, or in an- 
other gracefully relaxed position 
—In your lap. You 
won't 
twist 


your handkerchief or bite at a 
fingernail, or pick the upholster- 
ed arm of your chair. Or will 
you? . 


The correct way to rise from a 


chair Is to place the feet firmly 
on the floor one a bit forward, 
and leave the chair without the 
aid of a push from your hands. 
Try it and see how much easier 
it really is. Sitting down Is an- 
other graceless movement on the 
part of many women—and men, 
too. Properly, one 
should 
ap- 
proach the chair, turn, and with 
one foot a bit forward should sit 
down in one movement, and not 
let oneself down by degrees, all 
the time leaning on the arms for 
•upport 


You can create an air of dis- 
tinction as you enter a room, lit 
down, or stand up, Just by the 
way you handle yourself. Your 
clothes will look smarter—notice 
the flowing walk and

And if you cross your legs— 
as so many do—when you are 
sitting down, how do you do it? 
Notice the picture—the legs are 
crossed* above the knee—not at 
the knee. By crossing the 
legs 


above the knee and adjusting the 
skirt properly, the loose foot will 
not tend to point upward In an 
awkward position. Because It IB 
relaxed, the foot will hang nat- 
urally and the toes follow 
the 


line of the other foot. 


But If the leg Is crossed BO that 


one knee lays on top of the other, 
the loose foot goes off at a tan- 
gent, and the toes point skyward.

The Fuehrer declared before Ger- 
many's greatest Reichstag that if 
the Reich of 1933 had sunk Into 
Bolshevik chaos, the whole west- 
ern world would have been sub- 
merged In a crisis of dimensions 
surpassing human imagination. 
"Only the most narrow minded 
Islanders can Imagine to themselves 
that the red pest would have halt- 
ed before the sanctity of demo- 
cratic ideas or at the frontiers of 
disinterested states," he said,. 
He continued; 
"With Mussolini the salvation of 
Europe began at one end. National 
socialism continued this work of 
salvation at the other end and In 
these days we are witnessing in an- 
other country the same spectacle: 
Tho valiant defeat of the newest 
universal attempt to destroy Eu- 
ropean cultured world." 
Reference to Spain 
Hitler's reference was to Spain. 
"On January SO, 1933, I entered the 
Wilhelmstrasse filed with deepest 
anxiety about the future of my 
country. 
"Today, six years later, I am able 
to speak to the first Reichstag of 
Greater Germany. 
"Indeed, we—more perhaps than 
another generation—may gauge the 
deyotlonal sense of the pronounce- 
ment— 'what a change by God's 
dispensation'—six years suffice to 
fulfill the dreams of centuries, one 
year to give our people the joy of 
that unity which many generations 
longed for in vain - - -" 
Brown shirt storm troopers and 
black shirt elite guardsmen lined 
Hitler's way to the Kroll opera 
house. He arrived promptly at 7:55 
p. m. (12:55 p. M. CST) and at 8:03 
p. m. (1:03 p. m. CST) began speak- 
ing. 
Tho Intervening minutes suf- 
ficed for Field Marshal Goerlng to 
be elected president of the Reichs- 
tag. 


Reviews Foreign Successes 
Hitler began reviewing his mo- 
mentous foreign successes of last 
year which brought Austria and 
the Sudetenland of Czecho-Slovakla 
into Greater Germany'and thus In- 
creased the size o fthls Reichstag. 
Referring to Woodrow Wilson's 
fourteen 
points, 
Hitler 
said, 
"among them was the elementary 
sentence about the self-determlna- 
tioti of nations. 
"As a matter of fact the allies 


of^that time (the world war) dur- 
ing the -period which followed ap- 
plied this principle when it could 
be taken advantage of for their 
egoistic purposes. 
"Thus the return of her colonial 
possessions is denied to Germany 
on the assertion one canot simply 
return the natives there—about 
whom, of course, nobody had cared 
In 1918—to Germany against their 
will. 

"However, while thus posing as 
protectors of primitive negro tribes

the Texas House of Representa- 
tives today. 
House members sent to a com- 
mittee a resolution which would 
ask 
Attorney 
General

Mann whether Texas laws were 
sufficient 
to prevent "wholesale 


acquisition " of lands In our state 
by or for the use' of these refuge- 
es." 


Tho 
resolution, 
authored 
by 
Rep. Alvln R, Allison of Level- 
land In West Texas, would In- 
struct the attorney general to 
draw up a bill which would "en- 
able Texas to adequately cope 
with the situation," 
If 
present 


laws were Insufficient, 


"We don't want those people In 
Texas," Allison said. -"We 
are 
deeply 
sympathetic with 
them 


but there Is no place for them 
here. We have thousands on re- 
lief already and since the refu- 
gees would not be eligible for fed- 
eral relief, the 
burden would 


fall on the counties which can- 
not afford It.' 


Allison's attempt to get Immed- 
iate approval of 
the 
resolution 


failed when, by viva voce vote, 
the house membership referred It 
to Its committee on federal rela- 
tions. 
Rep. Max W. Boy or of Perry- 
ton asked whether Allison did 
not think the sale of 1,000,000 
acres of land for the 
refugees 
was worth considering. 
"I Just want to safeguard the 
people of Texas," Allison replied, 
"since we already have thousands 
of 
landless, homeless, penniless 
and unemployed_cltlzena."

LESS THAN HALF OF 
LAND TERRACED THAT 


NEEDS ATTENTION 


COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 30.— 


(Spl.)—The present status of the 
soil and water conservation move- 
ment in Texas shows thirteen and 
a half million acres of crop land 
terraced or farmed on the con- 
tour while over 17 million acres 
of crop land are still In. need of 
conservation measures. 
Altogether 811,264 acres of cul- 
tivated land were terraced in 1938 
as the state's campaign to hold 
soil and catch rainfall widened 
to include pastures and 
range 
land to a record degree. 
Farmers and 
ranchemen ter- 
raced, ridged, contour furrowed, 
and contour chiseled 386,011 acres 
of range land in 1938 while the 
1937 
total was 
232,632, and 
In 


1936, 
less than 100,000 acres, M. 
R. Bentley, agricultural engineer 
of the Texas A. and M. College 
Extension Service, said 
In 
an- 
nouncing conservation totals 
of 
county agricultural agents' annua.1 
reports. 
Bentley estimated that well in 
excess of two million acres of 
crop land has been farmed on 
the contour for the first time In 
1938. 
Use of county owned 
equip- 
ment, rented to 
farmers 
and 
ranchmen at a nominal charge, 
continued to spread in Texas as 
a new record for land so 
ter- 
raced—410,609 acres—was set. The 
1937 figure was 373,000 acres. 
Spreader dams constructed dur- 
ing the year will divert run-off 
water from creeks and draws to 
139,626 acres of range land. The 
AAA range conservation program 
is credited with much of the In- 
crease In conservation measures 
on grass land. 
Furrow damming was used on 


248,035 acres of crop land and 
216,634 acres were pit cultivated, 
Beltney said. Most of this work 
was confined to the Panhandle 
and Northwest Texas.

the announcement stated, 
Present indications are that tho 
individual farm 
allotments

year will be as much as in 1938, 
with some exceptions due to past 
practices on the individual farms.

How To Avoid Common Errors 
The period for the filing of In- 


come-tax returns covering the cal- 
endar year 1938 began January 1 
and ends at midnight of March 
15, 1939. To file early Is of mu- 
tual benefit to the Government 
and the taxpayer. Within this pe- 
riod are filed annually millions 
of Individual income-tax returns, 
a large proportion of which re- 
port income subject to the tax. 
The latter contain a considerable 
percentage of errors, which if un- 
corrected by the audit would re- 
sult to the disadvantage of the 
tax payer. Many are errors of 
computation easily discovered on 
the face of the return, which us- 
ually Is accompanied by a pay- 
ment of more than the amount 
of tax due. In other returns it 
Is readily discernible that the tax- 
payer has failed to take advan- 
tage of the personal exemption, 
credit allowed for dependents, or 
deductions from gross income to 
which he la entitled, 


To avoid these and other errors, 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
urges careful reading, .of the in- 
structions 
accompanying t h e 
forms for filing the returns. Ad- 
dition Information, if needed, may 
be obtained at the office of a 
collector of Internal revenue, dep- 
uty collector, or an Internal reve- 
nue agent In charge. A taxpayer 
who applies to a revenue officer 
for assistance In preparing his re- 
turn should take with him a copy 
of his prior year return. Also, as
